“I told my wife to do it,“ replied 
Feldman. 

It was at this point that the coroner 
told Feldman he might have saved the 
victims. 

Mrs. Feldman, the janitor’s wife, then 
testified that she reported the leak to 


the Peoples Gas Light and Coke com- 


pany several times and that employés 
of the company had tried to fix the pipe 
by stuffing soap into the leak and by 
wrapping tape around the pipe. 

She testified that the day before the 
explosion an intoxicated employé of the 
company appeared to fix the leak and 
that he talked roughly to her and never 
returned the keys she gave him to open 
the basement. 

When the afternoon session opened 
Coroner Hoffman continued the inquiry 
until d o’clock Wednesday morning to 
give the jurors a chance to view the 


scene of the Blast.
